Washiiijcrton Policeman 
Tapped Late Senator's Wire 


WASHINGTON.—The amazing fact has now 


developed that the Washington police tapped 
the wires of a U.S. Senator while they were 
working for private individuals on government 
time. 


The Senator in question is the late Josiah 


Bailey o.' North Carolina and his wires wer« 
tapped in the basement oi the apartment house 
in. which he lived on Q street, by the sam« 
police lieutenant, Joseph Shimon, who spied on 
the Argentine ambassador and tapped the wires 
of Howard Hughes. 


Lt. Shimon sat, with R pad ol paper, in the 


basement of Senator Bt.ilcy's apartment 
house 


every evening for about two weeks while the 


the 
.led 


notes on the Senator's conversation, He had 
run a wire from the apartment-house switch- 
board down to the little room in the basement. 


Sometimes, when Bailey was not in a talka- 


tive mood and wasn't using his phone, the 
police lieutenant had a frier.d come and visit 
him _in the apartment-house basement. 


Who paid Lt. Shimon for this private-eye 


job is not known. It was not part of his regular 
police work, and Mai. Robert Barrett, chief of 
police, has emphatically opposed wire-tapping. 
He also transferred Shimon to an obscure pre- 
cinct when he caught him wire-tapping, but, 
thanks to intervention from higher-ups, Shimon 
is now back at one of the most important pre- 
cincts in the city. 
Pan American Airways Battle 
Some light on who paid Shimon to tap the 


wires of Senator Bailey may be shed, however, 
by recalling the fact that Shimon also tapped 
Howard Hughes' wires at the height of the 
controversy 
between 
Pan American Airways 


and Hughes' Trans World Airlines. 
At that 


time, Senator Brewster of Maine, great friend 
of Pan American, was chairman of the Senate 
committee investigating 
Hughes. Furthermore, 


the 
police 
officers who helped 
Shimon 
tap 


Hughes' wire have mentioned Pan American 
Airways in one of their supplemental reports 
to the Justice Department. 


It is also disclosed that Lt. Shimon instructed 


the three policemen working for him especially 
to listen for any conversation regarding Trans 
World Airlines and aviation. 


In other words, tno District 
of Columbia 


police were tapping the wires of a private citi- 
zen, Hughes, at the behest of Pan Arc's friend 
Senator Bicwster, in order to pick up trade 
secrets about TWA which might be helpful to 
TWA's rival, Pan American. 


Meanwhile, Brewster was' publicly 
grilling 


TWA's Huehes in a Senate investigation during 
which it developed that Brewster had previous- 
ly urged Hughes to consolidate with Pan Amer- 
ican. Hughes had vetoed the consolidation, and 
it looked as ir the Senate probe was his punish- 
ment for refusal to agree. 


Spying on Bailey 
Senator Bailey's tapped wire fits right into 


1hi.s picture. The late Senator from Noi th Caro- 
lina was chairman ol the Interstate and Do- 
mestic Commerce committee which passed on 
aviation policy. Brewster was a member of this 
committee, and had pushed the "chosen instru- 
ment" bill, a policy devised and urged on Con- 
gress by Pan American. 


This bill would have eliminated competition 


between U.S. airlines 
overseas; would 
have 


picked one "chosen" line instead to handle all 
U.S. air traffic fibrord. It was when this bill 
was under consideration that Senator Bailey's 
wires were tapped by the D.C. police. 


Bailey was opposed to Brewster's and Par 


American's 
plan 
of 
a 
"chosen 
instrument," 


Instead, he stuck to the old principle of free 
American competition. Senator Brewster, who 
was trying to change his mind, once flew "to 
Raleigh, N.C., in a special Pan American plane 
to argue with Chairman Bailey, but he refused 
to budge. 


Partly because of Bailey's opposition, Brtw- 


ster's "chosen instrument" bill was defeated. 


But during the debate, it now develops that

Inking advan- 
tage of Indian Piime Minister Nehiu's well- 
intentioned desiie »o mediate the Korean war, 
Premier Stalin announced that Red China's ad- 
miss.on to UN councils was a necessary prelude 
to any talk of peace.

KOREA, Aug. 1—yp)_lt's up to 
the doughboys again. 


This fellow with the bent walk 


and a timeless weariness in his 
eyes is going to have to decide the 
issue in Korea. The crucial light- 
ing is still the ground fighting. 


They wrote the doughfoot off 


after the first world war and said 
his role in battle was over. 
But 


they had to call him back by the 
millions in the second world war. 


And today it is American in- 


fantry that is most needed here 
—infantry .equipped with modern 
infantry weapons in real quantity. 


The flyboys of the air forces 


have done a tremendous job of 
rear-area bombing and frontline 
support. 
But this is not basically 


an air war. 


Guerrilla troops 
such as the 


North Koreans make poor targets 
from above. Trying to bomb them 
into submission is like trying to 
wipe out all the ants in a pasture 
by peppering it at night with a 
scattergun. 


But many men with rifles can 


go through these mountains, ridges 
by ridges, and flush out the Reds, 
who lie hidden in the gullies and 
valleys. 


Lack of Manpower 


The invaders 
do have more 


tanks—better tanks—but it isn't 
lack of tanks that has chiefly ham- 
pered the Americans and South 
Koreans. 
The 
United 
Nations 


have lacked the manpower to form 
a solid continuous line that can 
sift out the infiltrating guerillas 
and sweep the Reels back north 
like a rolled-up carpet. 


And someone will have to blow 


. a bugle that will bring scores of 
thousands more 
doughboys into 


action—or the present retreats will 
go on until the line goes down to 
the water.
